thing of Importance. This Gentleman, who came 
hither in 9 Days from Genoa, reports, that the Suc- 
cours imbark’d at Vado, to the Number of sc00 
Men Foot and Horfe, fail’d the 26:h paft ; and chat 
a Convoy was likewife put to Sea from Naples with 
3000 Men, for Barcelona.
